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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-8, 11-15, and 26-32 are allowed. 

2. Independent claims 1 , 26, 30, and 31 , and dependent claims 3-8, 11-15, 
27-29, and 32 (by virtue of their dependencies) are allowed as having 
incorporated novel features of a system/apparatus/method and computer 
readable medium having the computer executable instructions, comprising: 

re-quantizing a first portion of the bitstream that includes a B flame 
including video data using a first re-quantization scheme that does not decode 
the first portion into a pixel domain , and 

re-quantizing a second portion of the bitstream that includes a P flame 
including video data or an I flame including video data using a second re- 
quantization scheme that includes full decoding and re-encoding of the 
second portion . 

The prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the novel 
features (strong emphasis added on underlined claim(s) limitations ) as specified 
in claims 1, 26, 30, and 31.
